Democratic-approv ed 
pro­ 
gram represen ted a compromise 
of proposals put forth by Presi­ 
den t Eisen hower an d those spon ­ 
sored by Chairman Mills (D-Ark) 
of the Way s an d Mean s Commit­ 
tee. 
In its ten ativ e form, it calls for:

Gradually Sedalians are beco ming ac­ 
custo med to the new WALK traffic lig hts 
fo r pedestrians at Seco nd and Third o n 
Ohio , ev en tho ug h there has been so me 
g ro wling abo ut the timing . Many o lder 
perso ns with less ag ility are hard put to 
cro ss the street in 1 5 seco nds, particu­ 
larly in the no w permissable diag o nal 
directio n. 
Any o ne using an o rdinary watch to 
time the sig nal WALK lig hts will find 
the ten seco nd flicker deceptiv e. 
Ac­ 
tually , acco rding to Jo e Feuchter, traffic 
eng ineer co nsultant, the present timing 
pro v ides fo r a 1 2 seco nd w alk perio d and 
a 2 .4 seco nd pedestrian clearance perio d, 
to which can be added 0.6 2 5 seco nds. 
This is well established as the time that 
the av erag e mo to rist requires to react 
to a situatio n such as starting his v e­ 
hicle after the g reen o r g o sig nal is il­ 
luminated fo r his mo v ement. 
This g iv es 
a to tal time o f 1 5 seco nds fo r pedestrians 
to walk and clear the street. 
In o ther wo rds this 1 5 seco nd liming 
requires that the pedestrian cro ssing at 
the WALK lig hts may walk at the rate 
o f 2 .6 6 feet per seco nd, but diag o nally 
at a rale o f 3 .7 7 feet per seco nd. 
This to lerance, acco rding to Feuchter, 
is g reater than usually acco rded else­ 
where because a natio nwide check sho ws 
that when cro ssing intersectio ns, the pe­ 
destrian’s av erag e speed is 4 .3 feet per 
seco nd; that 7 7 percent walk at a speed 
o f fo ur o r mo re feet per seco nd; that 
92 percent walk at a speed o f 3 .5 o r 
mo re feet per seco nd; that 99.4 percent 
walk at a speed o f 3 o r mo re feet per 
seco nd 
On bo th Ohio and Third streets the 
required walking distance between curbs 
is 4 0 feet and the intersectio n diag o nal 
walking distance is 5 6 .6 feet. 
The time 
required (at the av erag e pedestrian rate 
o f 4 .3 feet per seco nd) to cro ss Ohio o r 
Third is 9.3 seco nd.s, and to cro ss diag o n­ 
ally is 1 3 .1 seco nds, whereas 1 5 seco nds 
is no w pro v ided. 
In many cities where 
pedestrian v o lume is g reater, the walk 
perio d 
permitted is o nly 1 2 seco nds, 
which pro bably acco unts fo r so many 
metro po litan ulcers. 


Serio usly , there is real v irtue in pro per 
traffic lig ht sig nal timing . 
Like o n Ohio 
street, it is desig ned to pro v ide a pro ­ 
g ressiv e v ehicular mo v ement; that is to 
say , a mo v ement at a predetermined rate 
o f speed o f 1 7 .5 to 2 0 miles per ho ur 
witho ut the necessity o f sto pping fo r a 
red sto p sig nal between Main and Bro ad­ 
way , and v ice v ersa. 
This allo ws the re­ 
co rded flo w o f appro x imately 
1 0,000 
v ehicles during the perio d o f sig nal o p­ 
eratio n, acco rding to Feuchter’s co mpu­ 
tatio ns. 
Other than just keeping v ehicular traf­ 
fic mo v ing to minimize co ng estio n, there 
is also a po tential sav ing to the mo to r­ 
ist. 
Seldo m realized is the tremendo us 
co st to him no t o nly in time lo st but 
also g as co nsumptio n and brake main­ 
tenance caused by 
unnecessary 
.sto ps 
and delay s. 
It has been estimated that 
by pro per pro g ressiv e sig nal timing , re­ 
cently acco mplished, mo to rists o f Chi­ 
cag o are sav ing in ex cess o f $3 0 0 .0 6 0 per 
day when co mpared with o peratio n un­ 
der prev io us sig nal timing . 
The mathematics o f traffic co ntro l is 
a fascinating study and is o ne which co n­ 
siders flex ibility , to o . .\s Feuchter po ints 
o ut, traffic is so co nstantly chang ing that 
co ntinuo us studies must be made o f co n­ 
ditio ns. 
So it is heartening 
to 
kno w 
that in Sedalia’s case this study co n­ 
tinues in an endeav o r to determine if 
o ther cy cle leng ths will ex pedite traffic 
mo re efficiently , o r if a lo ng er cy cle 
leng th will permit adding a co uple o f 
seco nds to the pedestrian time at Seco nd 
and Third streets. 
We hav e been assured that if mo re 
efficient timing o f sig nals can be de­ 
v elo ped, it will be effected as so o n as 
po ssible. 
Sedalians who do n’t like to ho p like 
jack rabbits acro ss o ur WALK lig ht in­ 
tersectio ns may take heart at this pro m­ 
ise o f further co nsideratio n o f the pe­ 
destrian clearance perio d lo r them at 
Seco nd and Third streets. 
These lig hts 
.are a po sitiv e traffic utility and pedes­ 
trians are enco urag ed to pay attentio n 
to them. 
We ho pe so me day they may 
be ex tended to Fo urth and Fifth Streets.

Even b efore he could make this 
talk in defense of his ideas they 
w'ere lam b asted b y the mo st pow­ 
erful man in the House side eL 
the capitol on prob lems involving 
the arm ed forces: 
Rep. Vinson

Vinson, chairm an of the House 
Armed Services Committee, made 
an hourlong speech of his own in

Wednesday 
He 
charged

wanted to merge the armed forces

WASHINGTON—Not for a long 
time has the intensity of the Eisen­ 
hower personality b een flaunted as 
it was at his last press conference, 
when he commented on the pro­ 
posed reorganization of the mili­ 
tary estab lishment. 
His 
reorganization 
plan 
was 
sound. It would protect the pocket 
b ook and the safety of the country. 
Tlie power and reputation of the 
congressional 
critics 
didn’t 
im­ 
press him His experience exceed­ 
ed theirs. He would take as much 
TV' time as he could get to sell 
the plan to Americans. 
This 
outb urst 
was 
refreshing. 
.And 
somewhat 
unexpected. 
For 
heretofore a seeming indifference 
has characterized Ike’s perform­ 
ance, Earlie» * in the year he all 
b ut said he would not fight to 
put his Pentagon reforms across. 
One concludes that Ike’s enthus- 
ia.sm spring.s In part from hi.s con­ 
viction that his knowledge of the 
sub ject is superior, as it undoub t­ 
edly is. 
But knowledge may not 
b e enough. 
Two year.s ago. even a year ago, 
such a plea from Ike would have 
won the day. Now- the magic of 
his name has worn thin The con­ 
gressional legions are as unim­ 
pressed b y him a.s he b y them. 
They may not resjwnd 
The form of the question on re­ 
organization was ideal. 
Did the 
President 
think his plan 
would 
make 
the 
Detense Secretary 
a 
military Czar” 
Ike moved in on 
that like Lew Hoad on a lob . 
The Pre.sident chose to interpret 
the question narrowly. Except for 
Latin 
.America, 
dictators 
came 
from the civilian population, not 
the military. Hitler was a civilian. 
The President was still command­ 
er in chief. Did anyone really think 
a Defense Secretary could b urst 
the constitutional b onds and seize 
dictatorial power'.’ 
This isn’t quite the point of the 
criticism 
on 
Capitol 
Hill. 
The 
skeptics fear the plan would make 
the Secretary of Defense a Czar 
of the Pentagon, not of the country. 
.And that is a fear that must b e 
answered. 
Ike is asking Congre.s.s to em­ 
power the Secretary to allocate 
appropriated 
funds 
amongst the 
services as he sees fit. In asking 
that, Ike is actually asking Con­ 
gress to surrender some of .ts 
powers. For though the Adminis­ 
tration now could ret use to spend 
money Congre>s appropriates for 
the Army, the .\dmini.slration could 
not divert .Army appropnation.s to 
the .\ir F'orce or Navy, 
To put through anv major re­ 
form. let alone one which contem- 


plates an ab dication of authority 
b y the Congress, calls for politick­ 
ing of a high order. 
It i.s on this level that Ike, and 
his 
"team .” 
have 
con.sistenlly 
stumb led. To illustrate: Ike says 
the reciprocal trade program is 
vital for the economy, for our for­ 
eign policy, for the common de­ 
fense effort. 
.A sub stantial b ody of Repub li­ 
can opinion ha.s never sub scrib ed 
to this theory. Since the b eginning 
of the reces.sion. other congre.ss- 
men. and of b oth parties, have 
b come disenchanted too. 
Without the support of some of 
these 
waverers. 
the 
reciprocal 
trade program may lose mit. Ike 
could pick up the votes of a few 
reiuctants b y giving something in 
return. 
That 
wa s spelled out to him 
when the farm b ill was on his 
de.sk. He could have b ought votes 
for reciprocal trade b y refusing 
to veto the farm b ill, which w'ould 
have frozen price supports at the 
levels of last year. 
Would ihat have b een evil? The 
Agriculture Deparlnient isn’t go­ 
ing to cut supports much in this 
election year, even though Secre­ 
tary Ben*on prob ab ly will have 
authority 'o do so. Thus the b ill 
approved b y Congress would have 
had the effect of keeping the sup­ 
port levels two or three points 
higher than they will b e. 
To b e sure, a matter of principle 
is involved 
Benson and Ike ap­ 
parently nelieve the Congres.sional 
farm formula unsound and 
im­ 
moral. But principle will b e com­ 
promised anyhow if Benson fails 
to lower Uie support levels to the 
b ottom just b ecause of Hie election 
this fall. .\nd Benson won’t 
What the issue shake.s down to. 
then, is two or three percentage 
points of principles That's the way 
the practical jxilitician views the 
prob lem.
